THE parents of a child with cerebral 


palsy or brain injury are to be pitied no 
less than the child himself but at the 
some time they should be taught the 
futility of despair. They can well be en- 
couraged by the progress now being made 
in the training of such children for nor- 
mal life. Such training may take a long 
time but if persisted in with patience, It 
will bring improvement. 


This condition may be due to one of 


two causes — birth Injuries which result 
in hemorrhage into the brain or poor 
development of the central nervous sys- 
tem before birth. In either case the child 
win be handicapped by soiae disturbance 
in his ability to use his muscles in a 
normal mariner. Movement of the arms 
or legs is often distorted but other parts 
of the body may be affected too. as, for 
example, the muscles used in speech, 


Much study has been devoted to this 


condition in an effort to find some way 
of overcoming the damage to the nervous 
system, but, as yet. no method od doing 
this has been discovered. Thus, treatment 
of these children must be confined to 
training them in proper patterns of mus- 
cular development.

good he Is. In fact, we can all re- 
call, if we try, plently of times when 
we have made two wrong ones on 
the same deal. But the number of 
possible errors in bidding is by no 
means limited to two. Every once 
in a while we see a case in which 
three errors are made by the same 
player during the auction. And un- 
doubtedly some of our readers can 
think of cases in which their part- 
sens made more.

several kibitzers pointed out later, 
North's hand was hardly strong

realized his partner had more clubs 
than diamonds, probably only four 
of the latter and five or even six 
of the former. So he should have 
taken it into 4-Clubs, but didn't. 


East and West set it all over the 


lot, for s score of 900. If North 
had sachayed into 4-Clubs, it prob- 
ably would have been set only about 
three, saving some hundreds of 
points.

lif), who opposes it, estimated 


:hat not more than 40 votes would 
be cast against it. But she also 
predicted that the Senate never will 
accept such legislation. 


The Mundt-NLTOn bill, which 


was approved by the House com- 
mittee on un-American activi- 
ties, would make it a crime to 
try to set up a foreign-controlled 
totalitarian dictatorship in the 
United States. Penalties would 
range up to 10 years in prison 
aund a $10,000 fine.

tax on oleo,' and hearings were 
under"way hi the Senate today 
on a. similar bill. 


The Senate finance committee 


yesterday heard 25 witnesses argue 
in favor of repeal, and today listen- 
ed to some 16 others who are against 
it. 
Eventual Senate approval of 


some sort of a repeal bill was pre- 
dicted by the committee's chair- 
man, Senator Millikin (R-Colo).
